Phelps applied for a direction on the ground 
that the minor plaintiff was a trespasser at 
the time of the accident. He submitted that 
young Reilly went on the premises at his own 
risk, and that the company had no duty to 
protect him from injury. 

Mr. McGuckin, replying, contended that 
there was knowledge in the minds of the rail- 
way company or their employés that little 
children used to play in the yard. Assuming 
at the worst that the boy Reilly was a 
trespasser, there was still a duty on the rail 
way company hot to create conditions that 
might prove dangerous to trespassers wander. 
ng about. 

fr. Justice Sullivan indicated that, in his 
address to the jury, he would deal with the 
position, and then leave it to the jury to 
decide in what character the child was on the 

yremises, whether as a trespasser or as a 

censee.

Irish Times reporter yesterday that the 
matter has been under consideration for some 
time past. During the last ten years repre- 
sentations had been made to the Department 
of Finance, bat without any result. They 
hoped that the- negotiations which were about 
to take place might prove to be successful. 
' Mr. Martin O'Byrne, Secretary to the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Association, 
said that the Association had written to the 
Minister for Finance asking him to receive a 
deputation to discuss the matter, bat so far 
they had received uo reply to their request. 

If the distillers in Northern Ireland sue- 
ceeded in prevailing upon the British Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to reduce the Excise 
duty at present charged on whiskey the Free 
State distitiers were gomg to benefit. 

In a letter to Mr, Neville 
H. H. Chettle, of Messrs. Dunville and Co., 
Belfast, ‘pointed out that the increase in the 
duty on whiskey from 50s. to 72s. 6d., which 
had taken place in 1921, had been an utter 
failure from the point of view of the Ex 
chequer, und he: asked íor: the Chancellor's 
men oí any movement, íor the reduction 
of the spirit daty.

A Historical Error 3 \ *Bus Reforms

Snowdrots 


Most people are inclined to be slightly 
cynical about the enthusiast who writes 
to the papers-to say that he has seen the 
first swallow or heard the earliest call of 
the cuckoo. I am prepared to admit havin 
a similar thrill of discovery when I rae 
a solitary snowdrop last week under a 
mossy bank near Shankill. There were 
several celandines, with their large, bright 
grecn leaves and golden star-shaped flowers, 
in the same place, but only one snowdrop ; 
and, although I searched the neighbour- 
hood for some time, I could not find 
another. Of course, the comparatively 
mild winter has caused a good many culti- 
vated flowers to bloom before their season, 
and the snowdrop, which is not very often 
found growing wild, may have been a 
stray from some garden in the vicinity. 
Perhaps, these early flowers may yet have 
reason to regret their premature appear- 
ance, since it is unlikely that we shall 
altogether escape the heavy snowstorms 
which have been prevalent in England and 
America. 


" Bus ‘Reforms 


My announcement that Sergeant Sheri- 
dan has been made Inspector in charge of 
the South side of the city prompts a 
North side correspondent, who has been 
vigorously pressing for action. in the 
matter of the 'bus services, to make 
generous acknowledgment of the improve- 
ments effected on Eden quay since the 
precise points from which each service 
must start were definitely fixed last weck. 
He thinks the indicator posts at these 
points are no more things of beauty 
than the new illuminated signs at 
O'Connell Bridge, but he ad:aits that they 
have served their purpose of preventing 
confusion and the rushing of crowds 
between Beresford place and Marlborough 
street. ‘‘ But,” he says, “the reforms 
must go further. I know that the police 
are anxious to do all that can be done, 
and those of them to whom I have spoken 
assure me that they will not rest content 
until they have satisfied the public needs. 
I still must ask whether there is anv 
objcction on the part of the police or the 
‘bus owners to the adoption of the queue 
svstem on all the quays on both sides of 
the river. It would: require, perhaps, 
extra police for a few weeks, but the public 
wouid very soon learn to regula’» the 
queues in their own interests. “ After that 
nobody would be reqnired to look after 
the queues except a few ‘bu: inspectors 
for about half an hour at each of the rush 
periods. I have heard inspectors state 
that there are not enough inspectors in 
commission since the ’bus services were 
amaleamated, but surely the "bus owners 
would sce to that. Now that the indicator 
posts have heen erected the one big obstacle 
—ihe question of expense—to the adoption 
of the queue system has been removed, and 
the obvious next step is the queue. At 
the same time, the grievances of passen- 
gers who have to board ‘buses between 
the city and suburban termini oucht to 
have attention.’’ 


The Dublin “ Liberties” 


White passing the other day through 
tha! 


part of the city once known ag ‘‘ The 
Liberties,’’ I was moved to reflect on the 
changes which have taken place in this 
district during the past century and a 
half. The “ Liberties ” in the eighteenth 
century extended from St. Patrick's 
Cathedral to St. Thomas’s Court, near the 
present site of Guinness’s Brewery. Some 
of them, at least, seem to have been self- 
goverping municipal entities: for instance, 
the Liberty of St. Sepulchre, which was 
independent of the Lord Mavor and Cor- 
poration up to 1840, extended from Mill- 


town to St. Stephen’s Green. To the 
forth of St. Patrick's the Dean's Libersy 
covered all the area now included in the 
Iveagh Buildings. The Liberty of the 
Coombe district was largely occupied hy 


Hucucnot weavers, andthe Weavers’ Hall. 
now “a marine store, still exists in the 
Coombe, with a statue of George II. over the 
doorway. In 1784 serious rioting occurred 
between the ‘‘ Liberty Bovs.” or tailors and 
weavers of the Coombe, and the ‘‘ Ormonde 
Bovs’’ or butchers of Ormonde: Market.

Phe butchers used to comie unexpectedly 
b hind their opponents and ‘* hough ” 
t>om—that is to savy, Sever the tendons at 


the back of the leg with their fleshing 
knives. On one occasion the. weavers 
ret*liated by seizing Ormonde Market. 
and hanging the: butchers by the jaws to 
their own hooks. The silk weavers were a 
powerful group in the davs when there 


were 1,400 looms at work, . employing 
10.909 people. Echoes of these squabbles 
still lingered in Dublin up to forty years 


aco. when it was not uncommon for the 
residents in a particular street to be at 
daggers drawn with the people in some 
other row of tenements. 


A Historical €rrro 


There is no accounting for the way in 
which errors are repeated by historical 
writers, except on the ground given by 
Dr. Johnson to a distinguished lady of 
his acquaintance when asked why he gave 
a wrong definition of a well-known word— 
“‘ Ignorance, madam, ignorance!’’ I find, 
writes a correspondent, in the ‘ Auto- 
biography and Journals of Theobald 
Wolfe Tone,” perhaps the most absorbing 
book dealing: with any period in the 
Anglo-Irish connection, an error in the 
second edition by its scholarly editor. the 
late Richard Barry O’Brien, which a little

investigation would have avoided. On 
page 10 of his introduction he writes: 
‘‘Grouchy with 35 sail opened Bantry 
Bay.” This is perpetuating a blunder of 
Froude’s, as the following passage from 
Fitzpatrick’s “ Secret Service Under Pitt 

(page 170) makes clear: “ In December, 
1796, Tone accompanied the French Fleet 
to Bantry Bay.” 
historians think that it was Grouchy who 
failed to attempt to land; and then, as 
twenty years later, on another occasion no 
less critical (referring to Waterloo): 
‘Grouchy. was a. good genius of the 
British Empire.’ Monsieur. Givillin, 
author of “Fx n k 
full access to the papers in the French 
Admiralty makes it clear that 
Bouvett, and mot Grouchy, was the man 
who should have been named, It is re- 
markable that the same mistake crops up 
in Colonel Myles Byrne’s well-known 
memoirs. 


Women Lawvers 


Visitors to our Courts of Justice now, 
when they see a young lady legally be- 
gowned, regard it as a matter of course 
as a convention with which we have long 
been familiar. Though it is only a few 
years since the fair sex were admitted to 
practise in Ircland, it is a little over 
titty years ago since a brilliant and de- 
termined lady, Mrs. Carrie Burnham Kil- 
gore, broke down an old tradition, and 


overcoming almost insuperable difficulties, ' 


became a member of the United States 
Bar. She was born in Craftsbury, Ver- 
mont, and as her centenary comes around 
next year, not merely her sisters at law 
in that State, but in all the States in 
the Union, are organising plans to cele- 
brate the occasion. Having taken her 
medical degree in New York in 1864, she 
registered as a law student in Philadel- 
phia, and applied herself with whole- 
hearted earnestness to the study of Black- 
storie. The Press of all parties poured 
ridicule and satire on her, but she ignored 
it all; even Punch did not omit having 
a jibe at her. In 1871 Pennsylvania Uni- 
versity declined to admit her to its law 
schools. Ten years later her demands 
were granted. and in 1883 she graduated 
with the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 
Before appearing as Advocate, she dis- 
plaved her argumentative powers in an 
address ‘before the joint session of the 
Legislature in support of a measure to 
open the legal profession to women. Two 
vears after, being qualified, and appear- 
ine in the Delaware County Courts, she 
was admitted to the Supreme Court bv 
Act of Assembly, and subsequently to all 
Federal Courts. 


France’s First Woman Lawuver 


The first woman to plead in the French 
Courts had, like Mrs. Kilgore, a strong 
personality and high intellectual gifts ; 
but, unlike her American sister, she was 
handicapped in early life through being 
orphaned. She was a prodigy in drinking 
in knowledge, particularly political and 
constitutional history. Mlle. Chauvin’s 
rise to eminence was phenomenal. In 1884 
she took her bachelorship of letters, next 
vear her bachelorship of science, and 
in 1890 became a licentiate of philosophy, 
and in 1892 doctor of laws. The thesis 
for: her doctorship was on professions 
accessible to women, and was a well- 
reasoned argument for opening up all 
““carrieres ” to women. After teaching 
law for five years to young ladies, she 
applied to be permitted to practise. Her 
application aroused considerable opposition 
among “ maitres ” in Paris and the pro- 
vinces, but eventually she won, the judges, 
after a considerable interval in weighing 


arguments and examining statutes dating 


far back to medieval times, decided the 
law was on her side. From 1897 until 
near the close of the first decade of this 
century, she was seen frequently in court, 
but she never figured in any of the causes 
celebres tried durine the time. It mav be 
claimed for her that she was not only the 
first woman lawyer in France, but in all 
Europe. 


Reflec'ors 


Red glass reflectors have been long 
before the public in the. form of efficient 
road signs, bicycle reflectors and for 
trade purposes; but of late the private 
individual has made the discovery that 
these comparatively cheap gadgets can be 
put to almost unlimited uses. I notice 
that one careful owner-driver in my 
neighbourhood has taken the precaution 
to fix a bicycle reflector on each of his 
gate’ posts, thus eliminating the danger 
of injury to property, when drivin 
car home at night. But more useful still 
is the plan of having house numbers or 


names erected through this medium, for 
few things are more annoying than a long 
and sometimes fruitless search for the 
home of an acquaintance in a suburban 
area, where the street lighting is ineffec- 
have":

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SLASHING attack upon the books- 
A censorship, upon some latter-day 
Gaels, and upon the ce of 
Trish history from which their arise, 
was made yesterday by Senator St. John 
Gogarty, M.D. He was expressing to a 
reporter his me of the Jrish Times 
leading “ce of yesterday upon the “ official 
schdol ”’ Irish literature. 
‘The attitude of this school (said the article) 
‘is part and parcel of the so-called national- 
istic o whose conception of Ireland is 
a ‘Gaelic Ireland,’ and which blindly 
disregards the tradition of six hundred years, 
during which our country has been steered to 


its destiny by the conjoined force of men [* 


of varving stock, but ali rejoicing in the 
common name of Irishman.”’ 

“ What is open to criticism,” said Senator 
Gogarty, “is not so much the ge 
Bill as the way it was arrived at, whic 
is characteristic of these people. In order 
to prevent the advertising of contraceptives 
the Censorship Bill was deemed necessary. 
It is now directed at any form of literature 
which will criticise. o: explode the stage- 
Irishman which these self-appointed judges 
have invented as the paragon of the Irish 
people—a pusillanimous herd, whose only 
virtue is the facility. with which they can 
be intimidated by whisper. 

““ As your leader points out, only the Gael 
(according to the ‘ official’ school) can claim 
to write really Irish literature, 


THE CENSORSHIP 


“Let us examine clearly who or what are, 


or were, these Gaels, Are they what are 
called the Celts, or Kelts? If sc, they have 
produced no literature that has as much 


inspiration for humanity as a bottle of 
pasteurised milk. 

“Perhaps, this is the result of a self- 
imposed censorship of their own literature. 
If that censorship exists we can only deduce 
its existence by what it has suppressed. It 
has suppressed the affirmation or the joy in 
life; it revels in resentment against life, a 
guilty feeling, a bad conscience, an envy of 
vitality, a predisposition to melancholy, 
combined with a premium on uncouthness, 
and a stage hatred against England as the 
stage-enemy. It stands generally for a kind 
ot wailing retreat from all that makes life 
worth living. ‘Sean O Dwyer na Glenna, 
we're worsted in the game ’—I think this is 
the Censors’ authentic voice. 

“They are appointed to censor incoming 
books, as it it were taken for granted either 
that no home product could offend or, what 
is more likely, that no home literature can 
be produced from this so-called Gaelic State. 
[I have no objection to censors. ll the 
, menage literature of the world was pro- 
uced when censors were most active. They 
killed the characters, but made the authors. 
Plato and Bernard are immortal, Galileo be- 
comes an epigrammatist, and Servetus, . 
whom Calvin burned, is known to have anti- 
cipated Harvey in discovering the circulation 
of the blood. 


GAELIC IRELAND 


“ Gaelic literature has no classics, simply 
because this country was never taught respect 
for law, central government, good gardening, 
atic cooking, goed road-making and house- 
yuilding as England was taught for over 400 
ears by the pre-eminently classical Rome. 
he Gaelic Ireland was never a classical 
country. It was shut out from the joyous 
Athenian sunlight as effectively as from the 
discipline of Rome. - 
“Its heroic age begins in assertive sagas 
revelling in the raids against and the ruin of 
all that Rome stood for. Our heroic sagas, 
again, were not necessarily written by Gaels, 
but by men who designated themselves “The 
Men of Ulster’ as distinct from the men of 
Connaught and the South. So, apparently, 


Ulster not even been brought in in the 
fifth century. 
‘Lately Mr. Yeats, who never broadcast 


in the Free State, had to go to Belfast so 
that his non-Gaelic voice might: express itself 
the poetical spirit of a nation—a spirit which 
has won recognition throughout the world, 
aud which was acknowledged by the award- 
ing of the Nobel Prize. 
“The censors in the South are depending 
for any claim to a national epic upon these 
“Men of Ulster,’ who raided the coast of 
Britain, and brought back caches of Roman 
coins, as well as our national patron, St. 
Patrick. 


HAVING IT BOTH WAYS 


“ A desire for censoring is inherent in these 
stage Irishmen. They have censored our 
literature; they have censored our pen gh 
they would hke to censor the market of 
every other nation in the world; they have 
invented quotas, and would like to impose a 
censorship in the form of taxes on all our 
imports—raise the cost of living without 
making it more worth while. 
“*If this country had produced great 
sinners there might be something to censor, 
but even the Carrigan report was not made 
public—so we don’t know what is the 
enormity of our crimes. 
it both ways. It is amusing, however, to 
work among pedants and bigots, Working 
within limits, as Goéthe said, reveals the 
master. One can be more astringent, and 
pack up amusement for future generations, 
who will turn back and look at this age of 
ours in ‘Celtic’ or ‘Gaelic’ Ireland—as the 
modern Chinese regard the era of the Burn- 
ing of the Books.”

A DISTINGUISHED CAREER 


The Moderator-Elect, the Rev. Andrew 
Frederick Moody, M.A., B.D., was born at 
Castlerock in 1877, receiving his early educas 
tion at Coleraine Academical Institution. He 
then went to Magee College, Derry, and 
graduated in the Royal University of Ireland, 
taking his M.A. degree later at Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Belfast.

At the monthly meeting of the Armagh 
City Council, Commissioner J. B. Hanna 
adcpted Section 17, Sub-Section 5, of the 
Local Government (Northern Ireland) Act, 
1934, from April next. 

Under this section the rates for houses 
valued at £8 or under shall in future be 
payable by the landlord. Landlords who pay 
within one month from the date on which 
they receive the rate demand notes will be 
allowed five per cent. discount. 

The Commissioner also decided that in 
future charges made for supplying water out- 
side the urban district shall be payable by 
the landlords of the premises to which the 
water is supplied at the rate of Is. ód. per 
thousand gall 
meter rent. 

This ruling supersedes all previous arrange- 
ments daunting the supply of water to con- 
sumers outside the city boundary. 

The Commissioner further made an order 
that if the demand for water rate be not 
paid within 28 days of its being served, the 
City Surveyor, after giving the defaulter 
seven days’ notice, be authorised to cut off 
the water supply.

Mr. Baldwin, in a broadcast address last 
night, defended the Governmeént’s Indian 
policy, and uttered a warning against the 
danger of personal or partisan considerations. 
“Tt is not,” he said, ' an act of weakness 
and failure that we are now going forward 
on the road which has so long lain before us. 
Very much the reverse, e should have 
failed in one of our main undertakings if we 
were not now able to extend the field of self- 
government in India. 

‘‘ These reforms are the direct and natural 
issue of our settled policy, and of our long- 
matured judgments on the merits of the case. 
It is an utter misrepresentation of them to 
say that they are dictated by a weak desire 
to compromise with agitation, 

“The British Raj is not cravenly with- 
drawing from India. It will remain there 
with such modifications of form as circum- 
stances may require until its work is com- 
plete, and its presence no longer necessary.” 
In a reference to speeches made by Mr. 
Churchill, Mr. Baldwin said that the public 
must décide which Mr. Churchill to follow—

In 
other words, our visible imports were more

imports always must be paid by exports, 
whether of goods or of services, the gap 
of £20,000,000 must be bridged by means 
of ‘invisible ” receipts, such as dividends 
and interest on outside mvestments, re-

Figures, as such, are notoriously untrust- 
worthy. Different countries have different 
methods of trade accountancy, with the 
result that no two sets of figures ever tally. 
This condition of affairs applies particu- 
larly to matters of imports and exports, 
and we understand that, when the Irish 
and German experts began to discuss the 
trade between their two countries recently, 
their respective estimates of purchases 
and sales differed enormously. Until a 
standardised system of reckoning is 
adopted, it will be almost impossible to 
know whether or not a visible balance of 
trade against the Free State really is a 
danger. The heavy increase in our trading 
deficit may mean merely that a greater 
volume of business is being done in the 
home market. One explanation of the 
increase in imports, while exports have 
fallen, may be that during the last year 
there have been big purchases of machinery 
from abroad to equip Mr. Seán Lemass’s 
factories, and the decline in sterling 
balances may represent a transfer of Free 
State capital from outside to native enter- 
prises. There have been some highly 
attractive issues in the Saorstdt during 
recent months, and there undoubtedly has 
been some repatriation of capital.

The progress through Parliament of the 
British Government’s Herring Industry 
Bill deserves study on this side of the | 


with which Ireland is lamentably familiar. 
Since the Great War Britain’s herring 
fishers have been declining in prosperity. 
Their own public has lost much of its 
old partiality for the Ly no means untasty 
herring, and foreign markets, one by one. 
have been closed against the catches of 
British fishermen. Moving the second 
reading of the bill yesterday, the Secretary 
of State of Scotland submitted some dis- 
quieting facts. The present production of 
cured herrings, he explained, stands at 
about one-third of its pre-War level, and 
at one-half of the figure of five years ago, 
as a result of the loss of foreign markets; 
and the home consumption of herrings has 
fallen by about one-third since 1915. In 
1913 no fewer than 1,600 vessels from East 
Anglian ports were occupied in the herring 
fisheries, but last season the number had 
dwindled to 1,000. Nothing, however, gives 
a better idea of the industry’s plight than 
Sir Godfrey Collins’s statement that the 
average earnings of Scottish fishermen at 
the present day do not amount to £10 for 
the whole season. In view of these facts 
the British Government has decided that 


the industry cannot exist by its own 
efforts, and has decided to come to the 
fishermen’s help. Some time ago it 


appointed a Sea Fish Commission, under 
the presidency of Sir Andrew Duncan, 
whose business it was to decide whether, 
and by what means, the herring 
fisheries could © be The bill 
which is journeying at present through 
Parliament was based on the 
mendations of this Commission. It 
proposes to set up a board to prepare a 
plan for the reorganisation and develop- 
ment of the industry. The board will be 
financed, for the first three years of its 
career, by Exchequer grants up to a limit 
of £125,000, and may borrow up to 
£600,000 from the Government; and out 
of this money it may make loans to fisher- 
men for the building of new boats or the 
reconditioning of old boats and gear, and 
to owners and exporters for the prosecu- 
Its irst 
object will be the recovery of Britain’s 
foreign trade in cured herrings, but its 
second will be the revival of a demand 
among the people of Great Britain; and 
to this latter end the board will institute 
a campaign to make the people “‘ herring- 
minded.’” We might do worse than 
imitate this British scheme in Ireland. 
The Irish Sea Fisheries Association, since 
its establishment a few years ago, has done 
something to check the decay of the Free 
State’s fishing industry, but the industry 
is still sadly remote from prosperity. Why

Developing the R.A.F. 


The Government's plan for adding over 
forty squadrons to the Royal Air Force 
during the next few years is being pursued, 
and much initial work in preparation for 
the expansion has been ‘accomplished. 
Sites for new .aerodromes have been 
selected, and accommodation. for the 
personnel and machines is being arranged. 
The Royal Air Force is to continue the 
practice of training its own mechanics, 
and during the next twelve months 1,500 
boys will be required. Most of them will 
be entered as aircraft apprentices, and 
trained to become fitters, riggers, instru- 
ment makers and. wireless operators. 
Others will be trained as storekeepers and 
clerks 


New Wireless Stations 


The scheme which has been approved 
for the establishment of new civil avistion 
wireless stations in Great Britain will give 
work to a substantial number of: experi- 
enced wireless operators. The detailed 
plans provide for the establishment of 
chain of wireless stations throughout t 
country, so as to afford full facilities for 
direction-finding, or for communication 
with aircraft and between air ports. Three 
new stations came into operation last year 
at Hull, Portsmouth and Newtownards. A 
further six are under construction, and 
will be placed at suitable sites during 1935. 
As. the exact course of the development of 
new air lines in Great Britain cannot at 
this stage be accurately -predicted, the 
wireless equipment will be mounted on 
vehicles capable of easy movement from 
place to place. By this means the organi- 
sation of communications can be readjusted 
as the development of air lines may 
require. In addition to these mobile 
stations, a limited number of permanent 
stations of higher power are to be erected, 
The first of these will be established at 
Heston air port to relieve the growing con- 
gestion at Croydon. It is also intended to 
build a station in the Channel Isles.

On Monday the Commission 
obtained an order from the Court directing 
Mr. James O’Brien, Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, to produce at the hearing 
of the action the original of the Land Act, 
1933, as signed by the Governor-General, 
and now Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, K.C., 
with whom was Mr, F. Lynch (instructed 
by Mr. P. F. O'Reilly), on behalf 
et the plaintiff, applied for liberty to 
issue subpoenas directed to the Secretary of 
the Executive Council and to the Clerk of 
Dail Eireann to produce the original Land 
Bill, 1933, as passed by the Dail and 
Seanad. ; 

Counsel grounded his application on an 
affidavit made by Mr. P. lá O'BReills, soli- 
citor for the plaintiff, in which Mr. 
O'Reilly stated :— 


THE ENACTING CLAUSE 


“In the months of October and Novem- 
ber, 1933, there were published by the 
Stationery Office copies of an alleged Act 
entitled ‘ Land Act, 1933,’ and dated 13th 
October, 1933.

FIRST COPY OF ACT 


“I am also advised by counsel, and 
believe that, for the purposes of this 
action, it will be necessary for Colm 
O Murchadha, the Clerk of Dail Eireann, 
to attend and produce to the Court the first 
fair copy of the said alleged Act purported 
to have been signed by the Governor- 
General pursuant to Article 42 of the Con- 
stitution, and to give evidence as to how, 
when and by whom the words of enactment 
were added.” 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that the 
document he required was probably in the 
custody of the Clerk of the Dail, but, as 
& precaution, he wanted liberty to ‘issue 
the two subpeenas. If the Clerk of the Dail 
had it, it would not be necessary to serve 
Mr, O’Moynihan, Under Article 41 of the 
Constitution the Executivé Council must, 
as soon as a bill is deemed to be passed, 
present it to the representative of the 
Crown for the signification of the King’s 
assent. Under Article 42 two fair copies of 
such law shall be made, one in Irish and 
the other in English, and one signed by 
the representative of the Crown shall be 
enrolled for record purposes in such office 
of the Supreme.Court as Dail Eireann 
determines. In case of conflict between 
the two copies, that signed by the repre- 
sentative of the Crown shall prevail. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that that was 
apparently in the office of Mr. James 
O’Brien, and was the subject of an order 
already.

ERR HITLER, Baron von Newrath

No official. communiqué so far has been 
issued, and it seems evident that a con- 
siderable period of diplomatic discussion 
will be necessary to define exactly the 
ground any eventual negotiations would 
have to cover. 

Although nothing has been said by 
official quarters regarding the nature of 
the next step by Germany, it seems prob- 
able that the German Ambassadors in 
London and Paris will be instructed to 
present a series of questions on the exact 
significance of certain aspects of the 
London proposals. 

Until doubtful points have been cleared 
up it is difficult to see how a detailed 
Government communiqué can be issued 
here, for the points raised concern so 
many fields of German policy. 


DIFFICULTIES NOT SOLVED 


At the end of a two-page report of Press 
comment in London and Paris on the 
outcome of the Anglo-French talks, the 
semi-official Diplomatische Korrespondenz 
writes :— 

““ Of course, recognition of equality does 
not mean that all difficulties are solved in 
practice, and neither side must fall into 
the error of speaking of a test of the good- 
will of one party when difficult questions 
and scruples crop up.

THE DISARMAMENT GOAL

“ By the co-operation of all the air 
forces of the defenders of peace, we have 
laid the foundation of a preventive system 
against an outbreak of hostilities,’’ de- 
clared the French Premier, M. Flandin, 
referring to the proposed air convention, 


to-day. 

At the same time he emphasised that 
no interruption in the work for disarma- 
} ment under the regis of the League would 
result from the London decision. 

““ We agreed on the essential point that 
the preparation of the limitation of arma- 
ments must go on,” he said, “ and that 
no stone must be left unturned to reach 
a general disarmament convention. 

“I wish to emphasise that there is no 
change in France’s traditional policy— 
namely, there can be no question of tak- 
ing the problem which concerns all mem- 
bers of the League out of the League’s 
hands ”’ 

Regarding the proposed air convention, 
M. Flandin said: ‘‘ We created complete 
solidarity and reciprocity of action as he- 
tween the British and French Govern- 
ments, The two Governments decided to 
invite Germany, Belgium and Italy to the 
preliminary conversations, our idea being 
that all Western Europe ought to be asso- 
ciated to avert the air danger.”’ 


LOCARNO 


M. Flandin insisted that the proposed 
air convention in no wise replaced the 
Locarno Treaty, which remained intact in 
all its parts. 

“But the air convention supplies a 
more rapid and decisive procedure in a 
special framework,’’ he said, adding that 
this procedure would be not punttive, but 
preventive. 

“ Our two Governments will consult to- 
gether again when we have received the 
replies we are awaiting. It is the germ 
of a whole policy of collaboration between 
two great democracies equally attached 
to peace and its international organisa- 
tion.”’ 

‘That is the gist of the London nego- 
tiationa,’’ the Premier concluded. ‘‘They 
ate inspired at once by the recent past, 
and still more by the common hope that 
any attempt to compromise world peace 
anew wilh goa itself on the barriers al- 
ready bit stronger than 
existed formerly.”’

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WIDELY DISCUSSED 
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WORLD AFFAIRS” 
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EFFORTS SHOULD BE 
RENEWED

NEW DELHI, Tuesday. 


HERE is no finality in the world’s 


affairs, declared the Aga Khan in an 
interview with Reuter’s Correspondent. 
India, he said, should be prepared to 
renew her efforts to realise her aspirations 
when a suitable opportunity offers. 

The Aga Khan, who is at present the 
guest of the Viceroy, Lord Willingdon, was 
referring to the bill for the Constitutional 
Reform of India, now before the House of 
Commons. 

Under his chairmanship and responsi- 
bility the British-India delegation had 
issued a joint memorandum, which, if it 
had been accepted, would have gone far to 
make the India bill acceptable to Indian 
opinion, he said. 

However, some of their demands had 
been conceded, and when a suitable 
occasion presented itself India should be 
prepared to renew her efforts.

ANGLO-FRENCH 
AGREEMENT

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The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—There is a prevailing note of 
cautious optimism in most countries where 
the terms. of the Anglo-French agreement 
are being considered. In Germany, 
perhaps, a keener and rather more 
friendly interest is being shown; in 
Russia, on the other hand, there have 
been indications of annoyance. The 
problems of paramount importance are the 
conclusion of a general conventic of arms 
limitation, the negotiation of the special 
air convention in Western Europe, and 
ultimately the relationship of Germany to 
the League of Nations; and there can he 
no doubt that vast as is the task thereby 
imposed upon diplomacy, these problems 
should be tackled simultaneously, as the 
British Government’ have recommended. 
It has been suggested that the air con- 
vention might, with advantage, be ne- 
gotiated separately at a round table by 
the four or five countries immediately 
concerned—like its prototype, the Treaty 
of Locarno. There is a good deal to be 
said for the suggestion,. but the dificulty 
arises that the conclusion of the air con- 
vention carried the supposition that 
Germany possesses an air fleet, yet. until 
the general settlement has been concluded, 
and has superseded Part V. of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, Germany officially has no 
air fleet. There are, in fact, a great 
many knotty points which must be 
gradually disentangled before the states- 
men of Europe can reach the general 
settlement foreshadowed in the London 
agreement. 

Poland is known to be still averse from 
the Eastern Security Pact, and to prefer, 
like Germany, separate bilateral pacts of 
non-aggression. The vital conditions of 
success are that no difficulties shall be 
raised in a merely quibbling or obstructive 
spirit ; that a really fresh start should be 
made on the basis of equality in negotia- 
tion—which is implicit in every line of tho 
London Agreement—and that the great 
cbject in view should never for a moment 
be forgotten. The little gain or. loss to 
ene country or another here and there is 
the merest trifle compared to the achieve- 
ment of a resettlement of Europe. The 
War will not have been politically 
liquidated until all countries stand again 
in theory and in fact, upon a footing of 
equality. The execution of these London 
proposals will necessarily need patience 
and courage Even the negotiation ol 
Locarno took the best part of a year, and 
the present task is more complicated. On 
the other hand, there is a better genera! 
understanding of the issues at stake, and 
a more intense determination to prevent 
political quarrels from any longer hamper- 
ing the restoration of prosperity.

Hopeful expectancy was the attitude of 
cattle traders and others when asked for 
their views on the announcement in yester- 
day’s Irish Times that arrangements have- 
now been made whereby the Free State 
duties on British coal and the British 
duties on Trish cattle would be removed as 
from March ist next. 

One of the leading cattle salesmen, when 
questioned, asked for further information 
on the matter, although professing to 
know of things which he could not divulge 
for publication. 

When asked what the effect would be 
if the duties were removed while the quota 
remained, this farmer and business man

remarked: ‘‘ If we get the tariffs removed, 
but still have to sell on a quota basis, the 
business will be of no real benefit to the 
farmer. Because of the restricted export 
demand, competition would be limited. 
Stock-raisers and feeders are so anxious to 
get money that they are willing to take 
almost any price for their stock. Conse- 
quently, we find that exporters are not pay- 
ing the fixed price for cattle. 


IRISH STORE CATTLE 


“Scottish, English and Welsh farmers,”’ 
he said, “ cannot now get Irish store cattle, 
and they want them badly. They are 
actually asking agents here to buy forward 
stores for them, as they used to do in the 
past, especially for Scotland, where Irish 
stores are highly valued. As a matter of 
fact, seventy per cent. of the cattle in 
Ireland are sold as stores, but when they 
reach Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
they are classed as fat, and are only 
admitted on the higher scale of duty being 
paid, 

“ In this connection, it is of interest to 
note that the Scottish Chamber of Agricul- 


ture, at a meeting in Edinburgh, passed a 
resolution calling on the British Govern- 
ment to remove all restrictions on Irish 
store cattle. But,’’ he added, “ no settle- 
ment will be of any use as long as the 
quota remains. ' 

"Tv was ludicrous to contend,” he said, 
‘‘ that we cannot keep cattle and Increase 
the area under tillage. We could produce 
four times the present quantity of oats 
and barley and use it profitably for stock- 
feeding None of it would then go to 
waste, and the straw could be tramped 
into the ground to make natural manure.”* 

STEADYING EFFECT 

“The effect of your announcement 
throughout the country, ' remarked . 
another leading member of the cattle 
trade, “ will be to steady trade and pre- 
vent some farmers rushing cattle out for 
sale for a week or two till they see what 
is going to happen. We have been wait- 
ing a long time for something like this 
to happen, and there have been so many 
rumours broadcast.that we are inclined to 
accept them all with a grain of salt.” 

When assured that the published state- 
ment was based’ on geed authority, the 
trader said that it would undoubtedly have 
a steadying effect upon trade. 


HORSE-BREEDING

Mr. Harold Clark, Secretary of the Turf 
Club, Dublin, said that the removal of 
the special duties would be a Godsend 
to the horse-breeding industry.

There was, no oubt, 
widespread uneasiness, not confined to auy 
ove political party, as to the way in which 
the regulations were working in practice. He 
had always told the House that calculation 
was difficult, and accuracy impossible; but 
from information which he had) been able to 
cather. he had seen encugh to make him 
ureasy as to the accuracy of the picture he 
presented to the House on the |last occasion, 
and on the faith of which he had asked 
members to approve the regulations. 

He believed that the regulations were 
sound in principle, and that a large part of 
the dissatisfaction and the grievance which 
existed was due to the rigidity imherent at 
the inception of a new and gigantic scheme 
ot this kind. He had no doubt grievances 
could be removed by amending’ the regula- 
ticns. but the trouble was that this would 
take time. If amendment was necessary, it 
should only be made after thorough investiga 
ton, with complete knowledge of the facts 
and with certainty that the amendment would 
eliminate the evil with which it was pfo- 
posed to deal, - It shonld be remembered, 
however, that here they were dealing, not 
with “business and finance,. which ‘were .in- 
tangible things, but with men and women. 
If they were satisfied that a prima facie case 
of hardship had been made out, it was im- 
possible to sit down and say that those hard- 
ships must continue until they had had time 
for. further consideration of the cure. The 
Unemployment Assistance Board had already 
got the ‘whole question under their most, 
argent consideration.” . 

The Board were naturally angry that these 
regulations, which did bring increases to so 
many people, should be characterised as 
starvation levels; but in view of the cases 
which had’ been»brought to their notice, and 
the feeling which had been aroused inside and 
outside the House, they had considered 
Thev realised the difficulty of the immediate 
application to such large numbers of people of 
the uniform system laid down by the Act. 
and felt that it was preferable to deal 
promptly with the situation by detailed treat- 
ment of the problem. 


NEW INSTRUCTIONS 

Tn these’ circumstances the Board had de- 
cided to issue immediate instructions to all 
{heir officers that applicants for relief should 
be assessed at the assessment under the regula- 
tions if it was higher than the current transi- 
tional payment determination, or, where it 
was lower, by the regulations. At the current 
determination, where deductions due to the 
regulations had already taken place, retro- 
spective payments would be made as soon as 
the pressure of werk allowed. This arrange- 
ment could only be temporary, and the subse- 
quent procedure of the Board would require 
the necessary. sanctions. The earliest steps 
would be taken to decide how the anomalies 
could be put right.

FIRM - 
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_ The contract for the execution of the work 
for the provision of additional storage in 
Lough Allen was recently placed with a 
French firm, Merses, The Associated Con- 
tracters (Ireland), Lid. It is hoped that 
wors will commence on the site about March, | 
and that the work will be completed by the 
end of the year 1936. The mab ó included in 
the contract consists of four main items :— 

The dredging of a channel about one 
mile long in the bed of the lake at its 
southern end. This work will involve the 
excavation of approximately 90,000 cubic 
yards of earth, 

The removal of the-existing sluices and 
the construction of sluices with a lower 
sill level and larger gates, The new 
sluices will have two gate openings, each 
twenty feet wide and 15 feet. high. About 
2,000 cubic yards of concrete will be 
oe for the foundations, abutments 
and piers, 

The deepening of the existing river bed 
hed for about four miles below the present 

sluices. This work will involve the ex- 

cavation of approximately 170,000 cubic 

a of earth and 37,000 cubic yards of 

roc 

The re-building of one main road bridge 

and two light accommodation bridges. 

The completion of these works will enable 
the lake level to be raised to 168 feet 0.D.— 
1.e., two feet above the present flood level, 
and to be towered to 154 feet O.D.—i.e., seven 
feet below the present summer level. ‘This 
will enable the board to vary the level by 14 
feet. and will provide 150 iftion cubic metres 
of water storage for utilisation during the 
summer. 
It is anticipated that the work will provide 
employment for 80 or 100 men during the 
greater portion of the time it is in progress.

“They had to mingle with officers ani 
endeavour to find out how many will join 
the party on the promise of jobs in the 
Fascist Party, and ultimately in the Govern- 
ment when a Fascist régime is established. 
Weapons recommended to the:members of the 
Fascist movement include corrugated rubber 
clubs filled with shot, knuckledusters—to be 
used by members in uniform; knives—not to 
be used by members in uniform; potatoes 
containing razor blades, and a miniature 
-breast-plate of cardboard studded with 
sa ea 

“ We have no objection to people expres- 
sing their views in regard to political and 
industrial conditions, and as to how social 
evils can be remedied, but we strongly object 
to any particular party assembling in the 
guise of a military machine with the object 
of overthrowing by force the constitutional 
Government of the country.”

SCOTLAND

L) the ie attitude towards Scotland, 


the remarkable influence Scotsmen 

and Scotswomen exerted on his mind 
and heart, and certain episodes which 
occurred during his visits to the northern 
kingdom . formed the. .ubject oí a lecture 
delivered in the Goold Hall, Edinburgh. re 
cently; by Mr. W. Forbe: Gray, F.R.S.E., 
F.S.A.Seot., under the auspices of the Edin- 
burgh Dickens Fellowship. 

Afte> emphasising the potent Scottish in 
fluences tha! moulded the character and 
shaped th: outlook.of Dickens, Mr. Forbes 
Gray surveyed the men and women of Seot- 
tish . antecedents. who were admitted to 
Dickens s friendship. 
lecturer placed Francis Jeffrey, the first 
eminent Scotsman to uppteciate Dickens's 
genius 

That the frigid nature of the Scots senator 
shonld have been thawed by the humour and 
pathos, the spontaneity and light-heartédness 
of the English novelist. he said, was one of 
-e surprising episodes of literary history. 

icketis's books were the solace of Jeffrey's 
old aga Ofter he would burst into tears over 
the sentimental passages. It was Jeffrey, as 
Diekens reminded them. who drove about 
Edinbargn declaring that there had been 
‘nothin so good as Nell since Cordelia.”’ 
Jeffrey also styled himself Dickens's “ Critic 
Laureate,” and owned te an obligation to 
present the novelist with a gift on the ap 
pearance of every new work. And the good 
feeling was reciprocated, for Dickens sought 
and obtained Jeffrey's peetntosion to associate 
his name over the baptismal font of a 
‘new come hoy," the novelist ’s third son 

WALKS WITH LOCKHART 

Dickens declared that John Gibson Lock 
hart liked him, and was fond of recalling 
how one bright day, in Rome, he walked 
about with Scott’s biographer ‘‘ when he was 
dying fast, and all the old faults had faded 
out of him.” But Lockhart’s liking for 
Dickens did not extend to the novels. After 
reading “‘Jane Eyre,’’ he wrote: ‘ Worth 
fifty Trollopes and Martineaus rolled into 
one counterpane, with fifty Dickenses. and 
Rulwers to keep them company.” It was 
otherwise with Christopher North, who, pro- 
posing Dickens’s health at the memorable 
dianer in Edinburgh in 1841, spoke of him as 
“perhaps the most popular. writer” now 
alive, as the genius who had “ struck out for 
himself an original pet in Jiterature.” . At 
the same gathering Dickens drew a charming 
er nee of ' that old man of might 
with his lion heart and sceptred cratch— 
Christopher North.”

TROUT 
WEXFORD BOARD'S 
PROPOSAL

Wexford Board of Fishery Conservators 
decided to send to the Fishery Department a 
memorandum suggesting that each board of 
conservators should have power to fix the 
cost of licence for white trout (sea _ trout) 
fishing in its own district. The present cost 
of the white trout licence is £2, which the 
Wexford board consider excessive, because of 
the few sea trout that can be got in the 
Slaney. 

The law aa to licences must be enforced, 
the memorandum continued, and bailiffs must 

roceed against people who, in fishing for 

rown trout (for which no Jicence is required), 
kill white trout 

Many people who fish for brown trout 
would be willing to pay a moderate licence 
fee for white trout, but cannot afford to pay 
£2. If the board was at liberty to charge a 
moderate fee, it would do much to lessen the 
feeling that fishing is preserved only for the 
rich. 

The Chairman (Mr. Hamilton Coffey) said 
that it was not human nature to expect a 
man who caught a white trout to throw it 
back into the river. There vere very few 
white trout in the river, but, with the en- 
largement of the mesh of nets in the estuary, 
which was enforced last vear, and the amount 
of trout ova developed in the hatchery, it 
was hoped eventually to make the Slaney a 
good trout river. The boards cf conservators 
on the western seaboard derived most of their 
revenue from the white trout licences, and, 
if each board had the option of fixing the 
licence fee in its own district, the western 
boards would not be affected.

In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
Murdock McKenzie Wood (Liberal) asked 
the Dominions Secretary whether he was 
aware that at Letterkenny, County 
Donegal, on 8th June last, the skipper of 
the steam drifter, Mignonette, of Buckie, 
Banffshire, was, at the instance of the 
Irish Free State authorities, convicted and 
fined for a breach of the law, in having 
fished with lines in Lough Swilly, within 
three miles of the shore; whether he was 
aware that hitherto fishermen had acted in 
the belief that British territorial waters 
were open on the same terms to all British 
citizens ; whether he could make a state- 
ment for the guidance of fishermen vho 
were now uncertain as to their position in 
Irish waters, and whether he had made, or 
proposed to make, representations on the 
matter to the Irish Free State Government., 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—I understand that 
the facts are as stated in the first part of 
the hon. members question. On the 
general question the position is that the 
control of fishing within the territorial 
waters of the Irish Free State is a matter 
within the jurisdiction of the Irish Free 
State. Legislation has been passed in the 
Irish Free State—namely, the Sea 
Fisheries Protection Act of 1933, the 
general effect of which is to prohibit fish- 
ing within the territorial waters of the 
Irish Free State except by Irish Free State 
vessels. If the hon. member will indicate 
to me the points in which he considers 
that representations should be made to the 
Irish Free State Government, I shall be 
happy to consider them. 

Sir M. McKenzie Wood—Does the 
Government acquiesce in this new feud? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—Put down a question 
and I will give an answer. 

Sir M. McKenzie Wood—Has he made 
any representations to the Irish Free State 
in this-matter, or does he propose to do so? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas said that this was not 
a new matter. He had not made repre- 
sentations on this particular point. )

COUNTY’S NEED OF 
SANATORIUM

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


The need for a county sanatorium in Louth 
for the treatment of consumptives was 
advocated at the meeting of the Louth Board 
of Health, by Dr. Musgrave, county medical 
officer of health, who stated that at the 
moment patients were awaiting treatment who 
could not be received into the ordinary 
hospitals where the cases were being treated 
now. In the county hoSpitals, he stated, 
maternity, medical and surgical work was 
carried out, and the T.B. patients required 
the attention of a whole-time special staff in 
regard to diet, nursing and medical attention. 

The. chairman (Mr: McGahon) said that 
there was nothing sadder than to see a whole 
family wiped out, as they had all seen. The 
people lived in poor houses. and the infection 
spread quickly. A sanatorium was necessary 
for the county, bat the ratepayers could not 
be asked to pay the cost. This was especially 
true in regard to Louth, where they had been 
so badly treated in regard to hosprtal grants, 
as compared with other counties. The cost 
of such a sanatorium would be about £30,000, 
and, if the Board of Health undertook the 
running of it when it was erected, he thought 
they would be doing remarkably well. 

Dr. Musgrave said that patients ‘were now 
coming forward in greater numbers, and were 
willing to avail themselves of hospital treat- 
ment if it was made available. 

The Board decided to advertise for suitable 
sites and to find out from the Department 
what grant would be made ava.lable for the 
sanatorium. 

According to the annual report of Dr. 
Norah O'Dwyer, tuberculosis medical officer 
for Clare, there were 503 patients treated as 
the dispensaries and various institutions in the 
county during the year ended December 3st, 
1954. The total attendances of patients at 
dispensaries numbered 2,420, and people who 
had been in the sanatorium especially appre- 
clated the treatment received under the dise 
pensary scheme and attended regularly,
